Rail Walkout 
Reaches 'Most 
Critical Stage' 


Switchmen's Strike 
Hampers Shipments 
Of Defense Materie 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Rapidly spreading switchmen's 


walkout deepened a paralysis o 
the nation's rail systems today an< 
stalled defense shipments. 


The "sick call" walkouts, mov 


ing into the third, day, grew stead 
ily more critical. They spanned the 
nation, hitting directly against 34 
railroads in more than a score of 
cities. 


Industrial areas of the East and 


Midwest were particularly hard 
hit In New York, both the New 
York Central and the Pennsylva- 
nia railroads predicted senous dis- 
ruption of their huge rail net- 
works. 


President Truman, was reported 


considering a direct appeal to the 
railroad workers to weigh the 
effect of the tie-ups on defense 
preparations and the fighting in 
Korea. 


Calls It "Treason" 


A St Louis business leader 


asserted the "sick" strike "board- 
ers on treason." This remark came 
from Carl Giessow, director ot the 
St. Louis chamber of commerce 
transportation bureau. 


Defense officials in Washington 


were 
pressuring 
the earners 


unions and the national mediation 
board to hasten a settlement of 
the wage and hour deadlock. 
• Officials of the .Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen insist that they 
did not authorize any strike. Most 
of the workers gave illness 'as 
their excuse for not coming to 
work. 


The government contends this is 


a ruse to get around its anti-strike 
injunttion. It says the union's dis- 
claimer of responsibility for the 
walkouts is not valid. 


Scores of other earners felt the 


impact of the fast-spreading work 
stoppage. So did other industries 
Thousands of non-railroad work' 
ers were made idle by the strike.

Third Atom Blast in Week 
Rocks Nevada, Experts Mum 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., (AP)—The 


third atomic blast in a week lit 
up the pre-dawn sky northwest 
of here today. One witness de- 
scribed it as "like a huge flash 
fun" which photographers use. 


An atomic energy spokesman 


confirmed that it was the third 
atomic test at the sprawling 5,- 
000 square mile test range near 
here. 


This makes it No. 32 in the list 


of atomic explosions set off since 
the first at Alamagordo, N. M., 
July 16. 1945. 


The AEC spokesman would give 


no details of what sort of test took 
place. There has been much spec- 
jlation that the government is 
esting- a variety of atomic weap- 
ins besides the bombs which hit 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki in 1945 
and brought the Japanese war to 
an end

quick, blinding flash which out- 
med the hills north of town. The 
flash tapered off to a rosy hue and 
hen disappeared.

U: S. Has No 
Alternative, 
General Says 
Finds Will to 
Resist Strong 
In 4 Countries 


WASHINGTON, (AP) _ Gen. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower told con- 
gress members today there is "no 
acceptable alternative" to Amer- 
ican help in rearming Europe. 


The five-star general, chosen to 


head the Allied defense forces 
against Russian aggression.., pub- 
licly joined the great debate over 
committing U. S.> troops to those 
forces with an address to an in- 
formal joint meeting of the senate 
and house. 


He argued: 
"We must give Europe assist- 


ance not only because there is no 
acceptable alternative, but because 
if we were left standing alone, 
isolated in a world of Communism, 
our system would wither away." 


Solemnly, Eisenhower had told 


lawmakers earlier that their de- 
cisions on defense cooperation with 
Western Europe would determine 
the course of civilization 
and 


whether free governments will 
continue to, exist 


Desire Present 


Just back from a tour of Europe, 


Eisenhower said there is no ques- 
tion of Western Europe's desire to 
resist aggression. 


"There is a spirit to resist," he 


said. "There is a determination 
to do their part—to take the risk." 


He said, too, that Europe'! 


greatest need now is not Amer- 
can soldiers but equipment which 
he said must be delivered 
in 


quantity .and quickly. 


As to transfer of American 


:roops to Europe, Eisenhower said 
that should be done in a ratio to 
what the Europeans themselves 
provide.

countries at he said he found

that France has '"determined to

Norway's determination to resist 
to the pomt of destruction," he 
went on. 


He said he found in Rome a 


stiffening of Italian morale and 
efforts to make that country'* 
defense force more efficient. 


Eisenhower said he did not want 


to speak now about the military 
potential of Germany. 


Germans Must Be Equal 


He said the diplomats must 


come up with a political platform 
for Germany which gives that 
nation equality before any of its 
military units could be use~d in an 
international defense force. 


He said while it would be "falsa 


and idle to say there does not exist 
a spirit of pessimism and defeat- 
sm" in some quarters in Europe, 
he feels there has been a "rejuve- 
nation" in Europe's morale. 


As to the United States need 


of Western Europe, Eisenhower 
said Western Europe's skilled 
abor constitutes "the greatest 
>ool" in the world and it has an 
'industrial fabric'" second only to 
the United States, plus more than 
200,000,000 persons. 


He said if that potential were 


ransferred to the other side, the 
military balance of power "would 
>e shifted so drastically our safety 
would be gravely imperiled.

Down in Miami the AFL laid plans the other day for a 
big political drive in the 1952 elections. It would be in the 
nature of a comeback, since Big Labor took a terrific beat- 
tag at the polls last year in some places, especially Ohio. 


The laborites agreed to raise money for 1952 as soon as 
possible, to devise strategy far in advance of th6 campaign, 
and to "streamline" labor's appeal to the voters. 


- Up to a point, the AFL chieftains appeared to have made

. 1950. For example, they plan next time/ to try to lure every 


segment of the electorate— not just union members. They 
•re determined, too, to be more selective in the choice of 
candidates they will support. 


But in ia few important instances, labor seems not to have 
taken its lessons to heart. This is evident from a report 
J^ttjd to the AFL by George M. Harrison, chairman of 
its political directors* committee.

Beware of rules that aren't 


found in the book. The first ques- 
tion today is a good example. 


Q—I have been told that when 


the dealer turns up the first card, 
this is considered a courtesy card. 
In other words, the player to the 
left of the dealer can take the 
first up-card without making a 
meld. Is this correct? 


A—Not. one word of It. 1'he 


first up-card Is exactly the same 
aa any other card of the discard 
pile. The player to the left of the 
dealer may take it only If he can 
meld It then and there.

Q—The dealer turns up a king 


as the first up-card. It is my turn 
to play, and I have two kings and 
a deuce, needing only 50 points 
for the first meld. 
Is it good 


policy for me to meld the kings 
and the deuce at once? 


- A—No. It 
practically never 


pays to take the very first up- 
card. If yon do, yon will have 
a reduced hand (seven cards 'in 
the example given) and win be at 
a disadvantage in fighting for the 
first sizable discard pile. If you 
pass the first op-card, yon will 
have other chances to meld, and 
none of them win be any worse 
than what yon have given up. 


As a matter, of fact, If you know 


In advance that yon are not going 
to take the first op-card, you 
won't give yourself away by look- 
tag longingly at the king (or 
whatever it happens to be). Then 
the next discard yon get a chance 
at maybe another Idng, and this 
time yon will be quite pleased to 
take the pile and meld. 
* * * 


Q—The card at the top of the 


discard pile was a queen. I needed 
50 points for the first meld, so I 
put down queen-queen-deuce and 
tried to take the pile. The oppo- 
nents stopped me, saying I could 
never use a wild card to take the 


discard pile for the first meld. Is 
this true? 


A—No. 
Provided you have a 


pair of natural cards that match 
the top card of the discard pile, 
yon may use one or more wild 
cards to help you make the mini- 
mum count. In the case given, it 
was perfectly correct to put down 
queen-mieen-deuce to take the dis- 
card pile. 
The .opponents were 


thinking of another* rule, which 
says that you cant take the dis- 
card pile for an initial meld with 
only one matching card and a 
wild card. 


Q—We had melded a canasta of 


four jacks and three wild cards. 
The player at my right threw a 
jack, and I tried to pick up the 
pile. The opponents said I couldn't 
pick up a discard that matched 
my canasta. I got out the rule 
book and asked them to show me 
the rule, but they couldn't do so. 
Nevertheless they insisted 
they 


were right Did they have any 
reason to think so? 


A—Some reason, but not a good 


one. 
They were thinking of a 


local or "house" role that is fol- 
lowed by a very small number of 
players in some scattered parts of 
the country. It is not the official 
rule and never has been. The 
official rale Is.that you may, at 
your turn, take a discard that 
matches your closed canasta ex- 
actly as yon would take a discard 
that matches any other meld that 
your side has on the table. For 
this purpose a canasta is just the 
same ta any other meld.

Pegler Says Quentin Reynolds Has Lent Weight 


to Communist Cause 


New York—I have received a copy of a dodger put out by Lee 


Keedick, a manager of lectures, singers and miscellaneous trained 
seals, soliciting professional engagements for one Quentine Reynolds. 
Mr. Reynolds is described as a "world famous cor- 
respondent, author, editor." His topics include 
•'The Duties of Citizenship." Mr. Reynolds has 
been hired to lecture at a dinner of the New York 
Credit and Financial Mmmc«mj.nt association on 
Feb. 14. Leslie Gould, the financial writer of the 
New York Journal-American, who rP«i"W'ff a 
vigorous anti-Communist 
theme in his copy 


asked a friend who holds an executive position in 
this association how the association happened to 
select Mr. Reynolds. 


"He was picked by a special committee from 


a list sent by a speaker's bureau," Mr, Gould re- 
ports. "While these men are in the business of checking on us 
mortals and view with a jaundiced eye our financial standing, ap- 
parently they made no check as to Reynolds' associations." An 
officer of the association told Mr. Gould that no check was made 
beyond the blurb from the speakers' bureau. They wanted a non- 
controversial speaker who would be entertaining. He asked what 
they were paying Reynolds, and mentioned $1,000. The official said ' 
it was "half that." The association includes some of the biggest^** 
industrial companies in the United States. 


As a public service, I provide .herein information concerning 


Quentin Reynolds, which may be a guide to any organizations- ^shich 
may desire to hire him to instruct them in the duties of citizenship 
and other subjects in which he claims authority. It may also help 
the radio and television publics to evaluate his statements. 


Mr. Reynolds appears to regard himself as a superior reporter. 


He disparaged the work of the American journalists who had been 
covering Moscow before he went there with the Harriman-Beaver- 
brook mission. The purpose of this mission was to thrust on the 
Soviet dictators the riches of the United States, including, in the 
long run, vast amounts of stuff which was used to build up 
trial Russia after the war. 


Mr. Reynolds wrote that the 


longer he stayed in Russia the 
more he realized the "terrific mis- 
conceptions" held by the Ameri 
can and British people concern 
ing the Soviet Union. The reason 
for this, he wrote, was that for 
years these people had been re 
ceiving their information from 
salesmen, not from reporters. He 
said the "writing salesmen" were 
trying to sell us Communism or 
make us hate it.

American Catholic priest who 
was stationed in Moscow, has tolc 
me that this reflection on the In- 
tegrity and ability of the jour- 
nalists stationed in Moscow of- 
fended some of them deeply.

You think it is 
gone and then if some illness de- 
velops or you get overtired there 
it is back again worse than before. 


Care in avoiding the use of 


combs and brushes used by others 
is about all that can be done to 
try to prevent dandruff So far as 
treatment is concerened there are 


many things which can be done. 


The general health should be -p 


kept up. Iron is advisable if there 
is anemia; cod liver oil or other 
vitamin-containing f ood s may 
help. Fresh air and exercise, ton- 
ics, nutritious foods and anything 
else which contributes to the gen- 
eral well-being may not 
cure 


dandruff but often help to keep it 
under control. 


Then there is local treatment of 


the scalp itself. The aim is to keep 
the scalp free of the small greasy ft 
scales which clog up the skin. 
These can" be removed by sham- 
pooing, but it is often helpful to 
soak them first with some oily 
preparation which softens 
the 


scales and makes them easier to 
remove. Sometimes a good deal of 
hair comes out with the shampoo.

Illinois community will play a vital 
part in the state's defense pro- 
gram. 


He said there are 2,000 Illinois 


cities below 20,000 population and 
that each will have "a tremen- 
dously important job" to do. 


He .'isted the major stfps the 


smaller cities will have in the 
defense program: 


1. Part of their equipment and 


manpower will go into mobile 
support teams. 


2. Every one in these place* 


should know what to do In the 
event of atomic attack. He may 
be visiting in a target area when 
An attack comes. 


S. They must be alerted to 


protect against sabotage. The 
destruction of plants, bridges, 
power lines, railroads and gas 
lines could be a crippling blow. 


4. They must be prepared to 


receive the injured. Every fa- 
cility in the state 
could 
be 


required for this. 


5. They should be prepared to 


receive uninjured evacuees, in- 
cluding orphaned children. These 
persons will need food, clothing 
and shelter. 
Major Lohr said, that under the 


Illinois plan, no community would 
be expected to supply more than 
one third of its available equip- 
ment. 


These mobile support teams 


would include fire and police pro- 
tection, medical care, and heavy 
equipment.

Former Hospital 
Patient Here 
Admits Killings 


A former Dixon State hospital 


patient—taken out of the Illinois 
welfare department jurisdiction in 
1948—told Chicago police Wednes- 
day he killed two persons on Chi- 
cago's South.Side last week. 


He's Ernest Brown, 22, who was 


committed to the state hospital 
here in 1943 by Cook county. He 
was 15 at the time. 


He escaped from the hospital in 


December, 1945, and was never ap- 
prehended. Subsequently, however, 
he was implicated in several bur- 
glaries. In 1948, Cook county's 
juvenile court permanently dis- 
charged Brown from Dixon State 
hospital.

1951 Peach Crop 
Dealt Killing 
Blow by Cold 


CARBONDALE — (AP) — The 


cold wave has dealt a killing blow 
to Illinois' peach prospects, the Il- 
linois Fruit Growers Exchange re- 
ported today. 


L. L. Colvis, exchange manager 


here, estimated that Illinois peach 
trees have only 15 per cent of 
their original buds left- 


He said a late November cold 


snap killed up to 60 per cent of 
buds and the extreme cold of the 
past few days claimed another 25 
per cent. 


Colvis said, however, it would 


take several days to determine the 
full extent of the kill. 


The damage appears greater 


now, he said, than that suffered 
over a comparable penod a year 
ago. The final 1950 crop was a 
short 500,000 bushels. An average 
Illinois peach crop runs 1,500,000 
bushels. 


The exchange is an affiliate of

Only 10 days ago the Southern 


Illinois Horticultural society heard 
an estimate at its annual meeting 
that prospects for a normal peach 
harvest were excellent.

613 over the previous week, the 
smallest weekly rise in casualties 
of any week since the first bat- 
tle casualty summary was releeas- 
ed last Aug. 7.

6,897 killed 
in 
action,

wounded and 9,302 missing in ac- 
tion. 


The figure for wounded includes 


796 men who died of wounds. The 
missing in action includes 46 dead, 
making the total combat deaths 
for the Campaign 7,739. 


Men reported missing who have 


since returned to American lines 
now number 873 and 107 of the 
missing are known prisoners of 
war, leaving 8,276 currenly listed 
as missing, when the 46 dead 
among the missing are also sub- 
tracted from the missing list. 


Army casualties reached 38,522, 


an increase of 569 over the- total 
reported in the weekending Jan. 
19. 


Navy casualties increased by 


nine, for a total of 528. Marine 
Corps casualties reached 7,3985—

Battle of Offcfise*

Yesterday Scofield pointed to

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Odds on Bill Getting Through 
General Assembly Are 5 to 2 


SPRINGFIELD— (AP) —About 


two of every five bills brought be- 
fore the 1951 Illinois general as- 
sembly will become law. 


That's the legislature's usual 


batting average. In the 1949 regu- 
lar six months sessions, 772 of 1,- 
825 proffosals were enacted. 


What hurdles must a successful 


bill overcome? 


After it- is filed with the house 


clerk or senate secretary, a bill 
^rdinarUy is referred to a commit- 
tee for study. 


The speaker decides which of 


the 2(5 house standing committees 
reviews a bill. In the senate, a 
committee does the routing to one 
of 29 other committees. 


Thiis step is important. A bill 


assigned to an unfriendly commit- 
tee seldom gets anywhere. 


Up to Chairman 


It's up to the committee chair- 
an to set the bill down for a 


hearing at which any citizen is 
entitled to have his say. Notice 
of a hearing has to be posted pub- 
licly ahead of time. Committees 
will start functioning next week. 


After testimony is given and 


any proposed amendments dispos- 
ed of, the committee usually does 
one of three things: Recommends 
the bill for passage, recommends 
its defeat or sends it to a subcom- 
mittee. 


A passage recommendation puts 


the bill on the senate or house 
calendar, a frequently revised work 
sheet listing all bills ready for ad- 
vanced consideration. 


With rare exceptions, an unfav- 


orable recomjnendation kills a bill. 
It can be overturned only by the 
vote of a majority of elected sen- 
ators or House members. 


May Sit on It 


A subcommittee often sits on a 


bill—dooming it. But sometimes 
it suggests changes that result in 
a full committee passage recom- 
mendation later on. 


A bill with a favorable commit- 


tee report meets its next big test 
on-second reading, or amendment 
stage. Any lawmaker can file a 


<*' 


proposed amendment when the 
speaker "calls" a bill, always at 
the sponsor's request. 


After amendments are adopted 


or rejected, the bill advances to 
third reading. It is ready for a 
passage vote that will kill it or 
send it to the opposite chamber 
for the second naif of the trip 
through the assembly. 


Goes to (Governor 


When a bill clears both senate 


and house, it goes to the governor 
who has 10 days following actual 
receipt to sign the bill into law, 
veto it or file it without signa- 
ture. 


The third course—filing a bill 


with the secretary of stake—lets 
it become law. Generally, it sig- 
nifies mild disapproval on the chief 
executive's part. 


In 1949 Governor Stevenson 


signed 756 bills and vetoed 61. He 
frowned on 16 others, but allowed 
them to become law. 


One bill in the latter class set 


up a legislative commission to look 
into the desirability of state li- 
censing of horse handbooks. 


What happens to bills that don't 


get as far as the governor? 


Most of them die from failure 


to win committee approval. Small- 
er numbers are killed by direct 
vote of senators or representatives, 
or are stranded on the calendar 
at the session's end.

Wage Freeze Begins Cracking; 
Other Pav Hikes to Follow 
, 


By MAX HALL 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—A pay 


raise in the coal pits went into 
effect today without interference 
from the government, and even- 
tually the money will show up on 
consumer's coal bills. 


Price director Michael V. DiSalle 


announced that new ceiling prices 
on coal would be set today or 
tomorrow and would "probably 
reflect increased costs to the 
operators as a result of the wage 
increase." 


THus the government cracked 


open its Jan. 25 temporary wage- 
price freeze for the first time. 
Other cracks are certain. 


Board Takes Steps 


The Wage Stabilization Board, 


headed by Cyrus S. Ching, took 
several steps yesterday. 
It ex- 


empted state, county, and munici- 
pal employes from the wage freeze, 
turning them over to their gov- 
erning bodies, which, the board 
said, are expected to conform to 
general federal wage policies. 


In another regulation, the board 


gave a blanket O.K. to all wage 
and salary increases due to to take 
effect before midnight Feb. 9, 
provided 
they 
were 
"formally 


determined and communicated to 
the employes" before the Jan. 25 
freeze date. 


By far the most important was 


the raise of $1.60 a day for nearly 
400,000 soft coal miners and about 
75,000 anthracite miners. 


Approval Not Clear 


At first it wasn't clear whether 


or not the anthracite raise had 
been approved, because the anthra- 
cite agreement was not signed 
until Jan. 26. But last night W. 
Willard Wirtz, the board's execu- 
tive director, announced that the 
raise was all right because "there 
was in every substantial way a 
meeting of the minds" on Jan. 24,

and the Jan. 26 signing was only 
a formality. 


The wage board's regulation on 


last-minute wage increases was 
adopted, by a 6-3 vote. 


The three industry members 


voted "no," and protested that the 
action moves the Jan. 25 freeze 
date forward for some employes 
who "meet a particular formal 
requirement," leaving out others, 
who may be equally deserving. 


Increase Not Told 


The size of the coal price in- 


creases was not told in advance. 
DiSalle said this matter was under 
consideration. 


Soft coal operators have esti- 


mated that the 
higher 
wages 


would add about 25 to 50 cents a 
ton to their costs. 


The wage 
board must now 


ifinish working out a general 
formula, under which the so-called 
"fifth round" of postwar wage 
increases which .started in 1950 
will be allowed to run its course. 


It will issue a regulation under 


which companies may follow cer- 
tain patterns of merit increases, 
automatic 
length-of-service 
in- 


creases, and the like. 


It will exempt more groups from 


the wage stabilization program. 
For example, employes of 
firms—employing perhaps 
eight 


people or less—will probably be 
freeds from controls. 


Many Problems 


The office of price stabilization, 


besides determining 
coal price 


ceilings, had a long list of prob- 
lems of its own. 


One was cotton. The price freeze 


as it affects cotton is so con- 
fusing that the major cotton ex- 
changes simply shut their doom 
Saturday and kept them closed 
this week. 


Raw cotton as sold by the 


farmer is exempt from the price 
freeze. But as sold by the ginners 
and on the exchanges, raw cotton 
is subject to ceilings. The ginners 
are protesting. 


The OPS may issue soon an 


order rolling back the price of 
steel scrap. 


It definitely will make some^ 


changes .in the present automobile * 
J 


ceilings, frozen now at Dec. 1 
levels.

example. 


But a few cautious souls her 


and there warn that a "peac 
scare" could deflate commodit; 
prices more effectively than- an; 
governmental rollback. 


Peace—It's Winderful 


As a deflator of price bubbles- 


peace, it would be wonderful. 


Unfortunately, yery few can se 


any hope for real peace. But jus 
suppose that Russia might get th 
idea we had the H-bomb. Then 
the Kremlin might turn down the 
temperature on the present warn 
war, might put it back to the non 
shooting growl that was the cold 
war before Russia bragged tha' 
Bhe, too, had the A-bomb. 


In the market place that would 


be called a "peace-scare". It coulc 
reverse the present "war scare' 
psychology that has increased, if 
not set, the present pace of in- 
dustrial 
production, 
inventory 


build-ups, and consumer buying. 


Fear Shortages 


Much of tho present inflationary 


pressure on prices has been built 
up by fear of shortages to come. 


This psychology would change 


quickly if a "peace scare" seemed 
to take the pressure off. 


Those who warn businessmen of 


such a possibility—and they ad- 
mit they are in the minority, with 
the bulls in possession of the 
arguments most convincing at the 
moment—also question the popular 
notion that consumers goods are 
going to be so very scarce this 
year. 


Cutbacks from, last year's peak, 


in many cases, will still leave this 
year's production at the level of 
1949 or 1947—when it was very 
high by normal standards. 


Facilities Greater 


Production facilities are much 


Jigher than during the' last war. 
And this time the military starts 
with many facilities already in 
place or in mothballs, as against 
last time when the military start- 
ed practically from scratch. There- 
fore, because of this stockpile and 
of greater production facilities, the 
percentage of goods which the 
military must take out of the 
reach of civilians is much less in 
the present half-war than it was 
last time.

NU Student Pens 
Note, Kills Self 


EVANSTON, (AP)—A North- 


western 
University 
sophomore 


died yesterday of poison after he 
had written a note to his French 
instructor saying, "I'm going to 
God. Life doesn't offer me too 
much." 


The student, Axel Abrahamson, 


19, added the notation to a theme 
he handed in to his French instruc- 
tor. 


Dr. Henry L. Johnson, head of 


the school's romance language de- 
partment, heard of the threat from 
Abrahamson'i instructor and went 
to the student's home. He found 
the door locked and admittance 
denied him. 


He said Abrahun»n ignored his 


pleas to open the door and ordered 
him away with the threat that he 
was going to swallow poison. 


Johnson summoned police and 


the building janitor, meanwhile, 
the door was opened and they 
found the student on a bed gasping 
for breath. He died in a hospital a 
few minutes later. 
Book Shortage 


TEL AVIV, (AP)—The choice 


of books is small in book maikets 
here. Book-sellers complain that 
the amount of foreign currency 
granted to their trade in no way 
corresponds to the needs of Israel's 
reading public. They say it would 
be possible to sell a great many 
European and American books 
every month, but the monthly for- 
eign currency allocation they re- 
ceive from the Israel government 
for the import of books and peri- 
odicals is too small. 


The biggest book collection In 


Israel, at the Jewish National and 
University Library, is practically 
inaccessible because it lies in the 
U. N. zone and is cut off from the 
Israel-administered part of Jeru- 
salem by a stretch of Arab-held 
territory.

Food Prices Holding Firm, 
Some Drop, in Past Week 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Despite scattered reports of re- 


tail food price boosting since the 
wage-price freeze was imposed, 
the vast majority of food stores 
appeared this week to be holding 
the price line. 


A survey of prices quoted by 


leading store chains in nine key 
cities across the nation showed 
only minor changes on a list of 
several sensitive items. 


Cheaper—in Boston 


Sirloin steak, for example, was 


two cents a pound cheaper in De- 
troit and six cents cheaper in Bos- 
ton, compared with last week. 
Pork chops were a little lower in 
Washington, D. C.; Jacksonville, 
Fla., and Philadelphia—but as 
much as four cents a pound high- 
er in New York. Leg of Lamb was 
off slightly in the same cities. 


Frying chickens edged lower in 


a few places, but were up two to 
four cents a pound in others, and 
tne same narrow trend was evident 
for eggs and butter, although eggs 
were down six cents in one large 
chain in the Chicago area. All six 
items were unchanged in Los An- 
geles and Pittsburgh. 


Production Up 


The Agriculture Department re- 


ported that farmers are producing 
meat.now at the average rate of 
about 147 pounds a year for each 
consumer, compared 
with 125 


pounds before World War U. and 
with 160 or more pounds shortly 
after the end of the war. However, 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Brannan 


has said consumer demand for 
meat may again be approaching 
the 160-pound level because of in- 
creased buying power. Rationing
